New York Times has always been a stalwart 
supporter of the Administration nnd has never 
been accused of divulging military secrets; more- 
over, it has always been studiously informed «3 
to its duties in upholding the strong arm of the 
United States; yet its foreign edition containing 
the aviation report was suppressed without no- 
tification. 


Lodge Gives -View. 


In commenting on these facts Senator Lodge 


said to me, in an authorized interview: 


"The purpose of the Government is plain. 


If material appears which the Government 
says cannot be sent abroad, that will tend 
to make every newspaper refuse to publish 
that matter. The effect of this Government- 
al order would be to prevent the publication 
of anything relating to the aircraft situa- 
tion in the newspapers by refusing the mails 
to them to go abroad. All important news- 
papers send more or less copies to Europe. 
If ihe publication of any matter will pre- 
vent their going- abroad, cost them money, 
involve the "oss of postage and all of that, 
of course they will omit such news altogeth- 
er, und it will never reach the American peo- 
ple. 


"The order of the War Industries Board 


cutting down the apace to be used by news- 
papers, further separates the American peo- 
ple from their 
sources 
of 
information. 


Whatever was :he design of this order, the 
effect is unmistakable, It can only result 
in the very considerable reductic.i of special . 
correspondence and special articles in all 
newspapers. 
The available space that will 
• 


be left, newspapers -will be obliged to use 
for such necessary items as the casunlty 
lists, official repoits, nnd a certain amount 
of restricted news from the battle-front. 
By this sweeping; order the Government his 
very considerably reduced, if it has not en- 
tirely eliminated, the volume of special in- 
terpretation sent from Washington and oth- 
er important centers. 


'•Therefore I look at this order of the War 


Industries Board as. only another step in 
what is apparently a comprehensive plan to 
prevent the American people from learning • 
anythinp about :he war, or its conduct, ex- 
cept such information as > is (lesircd'shiill 
be given out. The Associated'Press and.all 
other news agencies serving American news- 
papers have agreed to submit to censorship, 
and the only -way in whiph they can exist at 
all is by slavishly obeying the behest of 
thoso in control of the Government. 


"In addition to all this reports have come 


to me that many small newspapers through- 
out the'country fear to make any indepen- 
dent report of, or any independent com- 
ment on the news of the day because of 
coercion, and the attitude taken by most of 
them is the easy onesof preferring existence 
on the Government's terms rather than the 
surely hazardous one of attempting .to per- 
form a difficult duty toward thalr readers. 


"In the light of these -various facts it ap- 


pears that the United States has already 
reached that period of darkness which it 
was feared by many of as who predicted it 
on the floor of the Senate would' arrive if, 
extra constitutional powers were granted 
to the government. If it is possible to 
prevent tho full toxt and meaning of such 
a report as that of the Senate Sub-Commit- 
tee on Aviation from reaching all classes 
of American citizens, then how are our peo- 
ple, who deserve, to know the troth aboot 
their war, for it is emphatically their war, 
to be sure that any of the information be- 
ing served them is reliable? If the corps of 
specially trained writers accustomed 
to 


serve the newspapers from Washington and 
other chief centers is to have its opportuni- 
ty for expression choked off, then 
who 


henceforth will have confidence in the dry 
official reports, relieved only by the ques- 
tionable interpretation of an official press 
bureau ? 


"These conditions do not seem possible in 


America, and it does not seem possible that 
America will tolerate them once it becomes 


•war* of their meaning and extent" 


roach into the thin air and get them." 


As a direct result of the Postal Zone Rate 


Law and of the rulings of tne War Industries 
Board, the country editor and the small town are 
more isolated and more provincial today than 
at any time within the past half century. 


The editor of the large daily, however, need 


not feel any too confident that he is getting all 
the news. The War Industries Board has cut 
down the amount of news mutter that large 
dailies may print beginning September first. It 
was. announced that this was done to saVe white 
print paper, five t»os of which are being sent 
out" every day by th«~ Administration's public 
agencies, However, the ruling was 
evidently 


not aimed primarily at paper, but at "reading 
matter." Under this ruling the publisher is not 
avowed to decide for himself, how much reduced 
space he may give to news editorial mstter and 
how much to advertising, even if h* might elect 
to curtail his advertising at his own expense. 
The ruling of the War Industries Board does 
not permit him to do to. He is obliged to cut 
his "reading matter" on a sliding scale of from 
five to' fifty per cent, depending on the amount 
of columns he had previously published. 


It can r««dlly b« seen how this order cuts out 


the trained correspondent, the special interpre- 
-tation of news and attending editorial comment, 
especially from contributors, whether these be 
professional or political. In fact, it has had a 
tendency to dry up at it* «««rc« the wellapring 
of the Washington correspondent* «nd to force 
out ef existence for the period of the .war that • 
small corps of specially trained newspaper and 
magazine writers who have furnished the jour- 
nalistic leaden «f public opinion. Discussion of 
policies., analysis of news, th} "inside" of things 
as they really exist, are ib a fairTvay-^of being 
stiflod.

If one mind eoneetred this eompreheiuire 


•cheme of newt limitation and control, it dW 
not overlook the possibility that Home or- 
ganization might find a way to evade--the 
restrictions. Apparently with thin end in 
view, the War Industries Board has ruled 
that: "Dnrlnf the war no new paper shall 
be established/* No new enterprise has 
yet .started with sufficient backing of cour- 
age and finances to discover if the Supreme 
Court will uphold this order in the face of 
the Constitutional guarantees regarding the 
freedom of the prtM. 
•- 


Under present war conditions there is no 


profit-making incentive to start .a new newspap- 
er. Labor is so high, paper is to high, machin- 
ery is so difficult to obtain, advertising so de- 
creased, the price-fixing and the limited produc- 
tion of non-«SBentiaIa are becoming so much 
more rigid, that it makes the establishment of 
any publication for profit practically out of the 
question. At the present time the only incen- 
tive for starting a publication would be that of 
providing a genuine medium for information or, 
perhaps, to plead a special cause. A new paper 
'would not be limited In the amount of reading 
matter it might handle, because there would be 
no past record on which to form a baois for 
computing its allotment of news matter; there- 
fore the War Industries Board ruling on the sub- 
ject of decreased space for "reading matter" 
could not be effective against a new publication. 


An illuminative Insight into the point of view 


of the Governmental agonta was offered by Mr. 
Baruch, Chairman ot the W*r Industries Board, 
who in reply to a ,protest_against this ruling 
said: "In the eyes of the Board there is no dis- 
tinction between a newspaper and a factory." 
In other words, to Mr. Baruc-h (who, so far as 
thij matter is concerned, is for the moment tho 
spokesman of the Government) there seems no 
difference between a Free Press as guaranteed 
by the Constitution and the production of toy 
balloons.
